The writer of this amazing narra- 
American girl who ‘has 
married a Turk, has had a fortunate 
experience, but, hovering near, is the 
grim shadow of the old regime—a 
shadow which she lines with unerring 
touch. She is a New Hampshire girl 
and met her Turkish husband in 
Paris during a short business sojourn 
with her father in the French Capital. 
She writes frequently for the columns 
of the foreign language press of Con- 
stantinople under the pen name, 
“Florence Wilkins.”

Constantinople,—Not only am I 
married to a Turk, but I am proud of 
it. Iam white, and I am an American, 
and I married in defiance of the pro- 
tests and tears of my friends and 
relatives, and I have had no cause 
None of the terrible 
things they prophesied has happened. 
The past three years have been years 
of undiluted happiness. : 

It was true that I felt a bit nervous 
at first. My husband and I were de- 
voted to each other, but 1 sacrificed 
my nationality when I married him 
and what is worse in..my people's 
eyes—I left for the East. And it 
was when we approached the Bast 
that I feit the first chill of doubt. 

This was the home of intrigue, the 


place where women had been held in 


suppression for centuries. What would 


orsets ; 


happen to me? 
As we sailed into the Straits the 
‘domes and minarets were glimmering 


like a jewelled mosiac in the sun- 
light. All the magic and glamor of 
the Arabian Nights entered my 
heart; it was like tasting a new and 
precious wine. 

But the intoxication lasted only for 
a moment. Fear took its placé; a 
cold, nameless sense of foreboding. 


Asgailed by Doubts 


I recalled the warnings and advice 
of my friends whom now, 1 reflected, 
I should never see again. The magic 
of the Bast, together with the fervid 
vows and promises of my lover, seem- 
ed only an alluring veil, masking a 
system that was inhuman so far as 
women were concerned. 

I had entered into a unfon with 
a man of totally different race, of dif- 
ferent habits and traditions. ‘What 
guarantee was there that with the 
passing of his first infatuation he 
might not become an orthodox Mos- 
lem of the old and fanatical school 
and I worse perhaps than a slave in 
a Turkish harem? , 

The thought froze my very blood. 

Kismet—for I was already some- 
thing of a fatalist—might be more 
sirister. I might be divorced acesrd- 
ing to law by the mere clapping of 
my husband’s hands. I might be sold 
into slavery to the Kurdish or Arab 
dealers in the provinces. 

My body might find {t way, one 
silent night, into the treacherous wat- 
ers of the Bosphorus. 

Had I not read accounts of these 
happenings? Had I not just finished 
Pierre Loti’s “Les Desenchantoes.” 

Emancipated Turkey 

These fears were not unnatural, 
hut in spite of them I crossed the 
threshold into the new life. And now, 
looking backwards ion three years of 
married lite in Turkey, I have nothing 
to regret. 

I have a devoted husband; a beau- 
tiful child; a luxurious home. 

But is there, you will ask, no 
ground whatever for the stories cir- 
culated about the terrible lives of 
women in Turkey? Isy everything 
really so enchanting as the Arabian 
Nights? 

Well, not quite. There are two 
Turkeys, the old and the new. By 
great good luck I entered the new, 
with its broad sanity of outlook, ite 
culture, it's emancipated women—the 
new that has sprung up within the 
past ten years, that is still small, but 
wherein women are free in exactly 
the same sense as the Western 
men have become free. ° 

The Turkish woman lucky enough 
to be in ‘this category acts almost 
exactly as her sfsters in London, 
Paris or New York. With the ex- 
ception of head dress, they dress in 
the same way. . 

It is true that some Turkish women 
wear, hats, just as some American 
women smoke, but that is very rare, 
and ‘the majority still wear the char- 
shaf,.a dark scarf wound attractively 
about the head, to which a veil is 
attached.

As an -exampls ‘of the spirit of 
revolt in Islam, I once Saw a. stylish 
and striking-looking girt shopping in 
the bazaars, and was told, to my sur- 
prise, that she was the daug'ter of the 
Sultan.

I 
found one Turkish lady reading a 
German translation of Shakespeare 
but she had to'hide it lest her hus- 
band should burn it. 

These ‘harems are also hotbeds of 
intrigue in spite of the vigilant guacd. 
“Affairs” are nearly always in pro- 
gress in the deep gardens ‘beneath 
the heavy cypress trees; -but, in the 
background, lurks the eunuch, @ sur- 
vival of ‘barbarous days. He is always 
waiting, watching and listening, and

These sizes are 
known as Sizes 1’s, 2's, 244s, 3's and 
10’s. The minimum net weight of 
both liquids and solids as pack is 
defined for'each of these sizes. Sizes 
not standardized must show on tie 
label the net weight and the drained 
weight.

VAST TRACTS OF NORTHLAND MAY BECOME 


HERITAGE OF WHICH.CA 


Some new sidelights on-the possi- 
bility of Arctic stock raising and 
grain culture are supplied by Harry 
A..Warner, engineer of this city, who 
has just returned fro ‘the Arctic 
coast,-says the Edmonton Bulletin. 
Mr. Warner is a strong believer inthe 
theory that the Arctic will in years to 
come prove habitable forthe white 
agriculturist, and he draws parallels

Many theories have been advanced 
regarding cattle -raising and agricul- 
ture in the Arctic, and it fs sfignifi- 
cant to note that the Hudson's Bay 
Company, their .vast and ancient 
knowledge of. the country were ap- 
parently satisfied that this was feas- 
ible, and ‘actually did “run” forty head 
of oxen within the circle. 

This episode dates back to the years 
prior to the advent of the C.P.R,, 
when arrangements were made by the 
Gentlemen Adventurers to ship in all 
their trade.goods via Alaska. “Plans 
were perfected for operating steamers 
from the sea, commencing at St. 
Michael’s in Alaska, up the Yukon 
River to the limit of navigation. Then 
York boats on the Porcupine and tthe 
Peel River to the height of land, 
where a wagon road would take the 
trade goods over to the Muckenzie 
side, where they would again be plac- 
ed on steamers and taken to all the 
company's posts as far south as Lake 
Athabasca, and perhaps further. 

The H.B.C. shipped in forty head 
of oxen via the Athabasca and the 
Mackenzie, and these were delivered 
safely o nthe proposed portage road 
eastward of Fort MoPherson. It was 
planned by the company to construct 
a road of between thirty and thirty- 
five miles; this was cut out, bridge 
timbers were hewn, meadows burned 
off and fenced, and other preparations 
made for extensive freight shipping 
operations on the Rat River portage. 
Then came word that the C.P.R. had 
commenced building the steel west- 
ward, and the Arctic route which 
might have changed the whole outlook 
of Western Canada was abandoned. 
The_oxen were driven over the moun- 
tains’ to Fort Yukon and slaughtered 
for beef, and the entire episode was 
forgotten, except in the memoriéls of 
some of the real northern old-timers. 

What is significant is that the H.B. 
C. ‘recognized that cattle could them- 
selves obtain a living in the Arctic, 
and that they were prepared to hinge 
their entire transportation system on 
this theory. 

Further concrete examples of what 
is possible are furnished by other 
travellers. In 1908 a _ prospecting 
party took north with them two 
horses for packing ‘purposes, and 
ranged and fed these animals at a 
point fifteen miles north of the pesent 
settlement of Aklavik, and within a 
short distance of the Arctic coast. 
The horses were used in the Arctic 
for a year, but finally they wandered 
away and were lost or destroyed by 
the wolves. 

Fifty per cent of the area of the 
Mackenzie delta is grass covered,

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THE ONTARIO ELECTION 


By a crushing majority the Far- 
‘mers’ Government and Party thave 
been beaten in the Ontario election 
and the Conservatives returned to 
power. The result is not surprising 
in view of the tendency towards Con- 
servatism which exists in Ontario, 
much as a tendency’ towards Liberal- 
ism exists in the prairie provinces of 
the West. It is an interesting result 
because Ontario was the first Cana- 
dian province to return a ‘farmers’ 
government to power. The Farmers’ 
Party has been quite unable to retain 
{ts hold on the country, and its heavy 
defeat will lead naturally to the ask- 
ing of the question whether the whole 
farmers’ movement is going to col- 
lapse after a temporary sweeping 
success. Its defeat in Ontario need 
not by any means imply its coming 
defeat in the West, for Ontario is 
the most urban and manufacturing of 
all our provinces. ‘Nevertheless, the 
defeat has a distinct significance for 
the farmers’ movement as a whole 
It is an indication of the old weakness 
of the farmers reasserting itself—in- 
ability to co-operate for any long 
time. Possibly it may be considered 
as an indication that any class in the 
community which aims at obtaining 
power for itself and at the sau.e 
time refuses to admit the general 
mass of the community into the 
ranks, tends to raise up against itself 
very determined opposition. The late 
government tn Ontario did not seem 
to be favouring its own class exclus- 
ively. in the matters of legislation. In 
fact, it incurred the censure of some 
of its own supporters for not doing 
so, much as the Alberta government 
has done. Its failure, however, to 
effect any definite improvement in 
agricultural conditions, coupled with 
a somewhat negative, not to say 
helpless, attitude towards other mat- 
ters, seems to have lost it the sup- 
port of the farmers without gaining it 
the support of other classes. 

It would -be a pity to see ‘an inter- 
esting movement like that of the far- 
mers extinguished so quickly through 
narrow-minded and faulty leadership. 
If the Farmers’ Party would broaden 
its basis and enlarge its outlook 
it would remain a really useful force 
in our political life, forit professes to 
represent the most important class 
in the whole community, one which 
has suffered a good deal in the past 
through lack of organization to pro- 
tect its interests. 

In so far as prohibition was an issue 
in election, the vote seems to show 
hostility to it, much as in Manitoba, 
though it is not possible in the case 
of Ontario to gay definitely that this 
Was so, because of the other issues 
concerned. Possibly a fair estimate 
of the result would be to say that it 
is a verdict against political extrem- 
ism and experiments generally. It is 
a matter for regret that somewhat 
scurrilous personalities played a 
prominent part in whe election. That 
sort of thing lowers tpe tone of our 
public life, and in no way helps the 
electors to form a quiet and reasoned 
judgment on the matters at stake 
the election. The less that is heard 


of them, the better it will be for all 
concerned.

We have sufficient confi- 
dence in our own country and our 
own people to believe that we have 
nothing to fear from the growth and 
prosperity of the United States. We 
can take our way and heartily wish 
them well on theirs. 
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SUNDAY OBSERVANCE’ 


Sunday observance ‘has passed 
through many phases since the dawn 
of the Christian era. There have 
been alternations of strictness and 
laxity, gloom and brightness, varying 
with the manners of the times. The 
attitude of the church towards it has 
varied. There was a time in Great 
Britain when the church rather tend- 
ed to encourage Sunday games con- 
ducted under its auspices, just as the 
theatre was originally an offshoot or 
side-show of the church. There have 
been times when Sunday amusements 
and indeed all amusements have been 
rigorously banned by the church in a 
spirit of extreme asceticism or pur- 
itanism. At the present time we are 
emerging from the negative _ strict- 
ness of the last generation or two 
and adopting a policy of increasing 
laxity or secularity toward Sunday ob- 
servance. The change like all chang- 
es in general customs has been the 
subject of bitter controversy. Charge 
and counter-charge have been bandied 
co and fro, “Godless pleasure-seeking” 
on one side, “gloomy ecclesiaticism 
fnd narrow-minded cant" on the 
other. 

The Sunday and_ its observance 
form one of the direct legacies of Jew- 
ish civilisation to the modern ‘Chris- 
tian world. That exceedingly astute 
rational leader, Moses, who institute 1 
it, realised that the human machine, 
like any other machine, needs’ or at 
least is much the better for a period- 


ical rest. The seventh day of each 
week seemed a convenient rest period, 
and the traditional story of the mak- 
ing of the world in six days and the 
seventh day of rest was used to give 
an authoritative basis for his choice, 
and seems to have been accepted 
without question by the Jewish nation. 
Neither Greece nor Rome had an 
equivalent periodic rest day. They 
had their holidays, feasts in honour of 
different gods and heroes, whicn 
served much the same purpose. In 
the case of Rome these holidays de- 


veloped a tendency to increase great- 
ly till at the time of the fall of the 
old Roman republic someone bitterly 
complained that there were as many 
holidays as work days in the Roman 
year. One can imagine the joy with 
which the modern schoolboy or gi-) 
would revert to this ancient custom of 
a dead pat. The Christian church, 


re eS ahs, 
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(tating: tts onal “trom the: Jewlst| 
nation, kept the: periodic: rest ‘day, 
but changed it from the séventh day 
of the week, or Saturday .to the first 


‘day, Sunday, in commemoration‘ .of 


the Resurrection Day, and\it has re- 
mained so ever since. 

There is no essential moral law 
involved in a tim'e-table like .observ- 
ance of Sunday, nor is there any scrip- 
tural, authority either in the Old or 
the New Testament for a Sunday de- 


voted entirely to religious exercises. 


The arguments used in this respect 
are usually marked by little know- 
ledge and less sense. Yet fike all the 
other commandments embodied in 
the Ten Commandments of the 
(Mosaic law this ore of ‘Sunday observ- 
ance sets forth a fundamental rule of 
human nature—that from time to time 
men and women do ‘well to pause and 
rest from their ordinary occupations. 
What form that rest may take may 
reasonably vary with individuals. The 
‘Sunday of the extreme ecclesiastic, 
taken up with toilsome and sometim- 
es emotional religious exercises of a 
strictly limited, type, is not a day of 
rest, nor yet of worship, which is a 
matter of the spirit and does not be- 
long to any ‘special ‘building any more 
than it did of old to.“this mountain 
or Jerusalem.” Bqually, the Sunday 

of the ultra-modern ‘pleasure-seeker, 
consisting of noisy parties, tennis, 


‘golf or basebal matches, loud laughter 


and senseless badinage, is far from be- 
ingadayofrest. it is far less so, in 
ffact, than the ecclesiastic’s, for at 
least one can lose oneself in quiet 
thought during excessively long ser- 


vices, even if one does not go to 
sleep. : 

Surely the essential of rest ig 
comparative inactivity of body and 


mind, an overhauling of the human 
machinery, some quiet consideration 
given to the general well/being of 
mind, body and spirit, and to our 
standing in all that essentially con- 
cerns us. Emphatically is is not and 
has not been a good thing that Sun- 
day should ‘be regarded as a specially 
“religious” day. From that doctrine 
has come the dual standard of con- 
duct which has given such opportuni- 
ties to the scoffers at all religion, who 
have pointed with scorn to the num- 
erous instances of the men and wom- 
en who put off and on their religious 
principles with their Sunday clothes, 
and whose worship is a matter of oc- 
casional ords and outward ceremonies 
and not of an enduring attitude of 
mind and conduct. 

It is to be feared that the present 
attitude towards Sunday is not one of 
rest, ‘but merely one of amusement, 
which is quite a different thing. It 
will not be to our advantage if in re- 
action from the inanities of formal 
ecclesiasticism we turn our Sunday of 
rest into a day of pleasure-seeking 
without rest. We shall do better if 
we keep our Sunday a day of quiet on 
which we may ‘have leisure td pause 
and: so pausing to gather strength 
and refreshment both of body and of 
mind.

A CHAMPION OF THE NORTH 


Among books lately published is 
one by Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the 
Arctic explorer, entitled “The North- 
ward Course of Empire.” In_ this 
book the theory is advanced that 
civilisation is trending northwards; 
that whereas at one time the centre 
of the world’s civilisation was the 
Mediterranean Sea, in the future the 
Arctic Ocean is likely to’ be just as 
familiar to men as the Mediterranean. 
The chief reason that he gives for 
this belief is the all-important one of 
food supply. It is an old story that 
economic reasons are responsible for 
many, if not most, of the great migra- 
‘tions in the world’s history. Markets 
are often the inspiration of the con- 
queror rather than glory. This theory 
is of great interest and importance 
for us Canadians. If it is’ correct our 
north country and that of Siberia are 
likely to increase enormously in popu- 
lation and production in the future. 
Of the two countries Canada is likely 
to have much the better start ‘for 
political reasons, since no one can 
say how long Russia will take to re- 
cover from her present paralysis. Mr. 
Stefannson bases his theory to some 


extent on the enormous areas of 
grass land available in the Nvorth. 
He is not thinking of the rearing of 
our ordinary cattle, but of reindeer 
and ovibos, which {is presumably an- 
other name for the musk-ox, animals 
which can stand the long severe win- 
‘ter without artificial care and protec- 
tion by man. He quotes one interest- 
ing fact as to Alaska. In 1903 there 
were approximately 6000 reindeer 
there and the editor of the National 
Geographical Magazine prophesied at 
that time that in 15 years these 6000 
would have multiplied to 100000, and 
that their,meat would ibe sold to the 
American markets. His prophecy 
was ridiculed at thé time, but when the 
15 years were past the number of 
reindeer in Alaska was approximately 
120000, and their meat was and is on 
the American market. Mr. Stefansson 
speaks also of the unestimated miner- 
al wealth of the north and reminds 
his readers of the utterly false esti- 
mates of the possibilities of settle- 
ment in the prairie provinces which 
were made not long ago. That ex- 
perienced and widely-travelled writer, 
Sir William Butler, in his book “The 
Wild North Land,” written in 1874, 
suggested that the winter of Saskat- 
chewan was such as, to make settle- 
ment there utterly impossible. Mr. 
Stefansson points out that the Arctic 
winters are no colder than those of 
Manitoba or Dakota, though longer 
and darker, and that even the Eskimo 
with his exceedingly Hmited resource- 
es in the direction of fuel, lighting and 
house-bullding, uses the winter as a 
time of holiday and enjoyment. Ex- 
cessive cold is not so difficult to 
guard against as excessive heat and 
ig considerably more healthy. In fact, 
it seems that it is not the winter that 
is the chief drawback in the far North, 
but the clouds of flies and mosquitoes 
in the summer. Possibly, however, 
modern science can deal with these 
pests in the North as it has dealt 
with them elsewhere in the world, 

It is a most interesting book, and its 
theorles seem entirely sane and 
sound. If so, it does not need a very 
remarkable {magination to picture 
how great a country the Canada of 
the future may be. The race which 
lives here must be a hardy, vigorous 
race. No other can live here in any 
consfderable numbers. With such a 
race and such a country for it to de- 
velop, Canada may yet leave the 
United States behind in respect of 
population and wealth. The prospect 
makes ore wish to be allowed even a 
slight share of Methuselah’s longevity 
In order to see how far this Prospect 
will be realised,

Municipal Finances Commission will 
Automatically Oease Functioning 


- The investigation, adjustment and 
administration of municipal finances, 
in the ‘case of any Alberta munici- 
pality in need of such attention, will 
‘pass on the first of July 
hands of the public utilities board. 
The new act passed at the recent ses- 
sion of the legislature comes into 
effect on that date, and in future -the 
board will have greatly widened pow- 
ers in respect to local government. 

Among the changes that will thus 
be made will be the disappearance 
from the provincial machinery of the 
municipal finance conimission and the 
commission working under the  sub- 
divided properties act, both of which 
have been functioning since 1919. 
The duties performed for the past 
four years by these bodies will now 
fall to the utilities board, which, it is 
understood, will carry on in practi- 
cally the same way, so far a8 concerns 
the giving of assistance to munici- 
paities in financial trouble. 


Consolidation of Services 


Hon. R G. Reid, minister of iiuni 
cipal affairs, and Attorney-General 
Brownlee say that it is not anticipated 


. at the present time that any addition- 


al machinery for the increased work 
of the board will ‘be necessary, its per- 
sonnel having been strengthened re- 
cently with this added responsibility 
in view. Consolidation of the ser- 
vice and some measure of economy re- 
sulting therefrom,were the govern- 
ment’s motives in making the change, 
and it is thought likely that, if the 
necessity arises, the assistance of 
some member or members of the 
late commission will still ibe avail- 
able.

Showing for:the:First Quarter of the 
. Year Compared [With Last Year 


The markets intelligence report.of 
of the Dominion Live Stock Branch 
for the first quarter of 1923 fs par- 
ticularly full and interesting and 
should be well studied by: everyone 
concerned in the ‘livestock and meat 
trade of ‘the country. Following ar2 
some of the facts to'be gleaned: 

That the marketings of cattle at 
Canadian stockyards during the quar- 
ter were approximately 149, 000 com- 
pared with 129,000 in the same period 
last year. 

That cattle prices during March 
were on the average about 25 percent. 
tower in the west and about even in 
the edst ‘compared with prices in the 
previous month, and that at the close 
they were 60c up in the west and $1 
in. 'the east. 

‘That the store ‘caftle movement 
this year for the quarter totalled 
18,937 compared with 14,804 for the 
same ‘period last year. 

That the increase is largely due to 
good prospects for trade in the 
autumn feeder markets in Great Brit- 
ain. That prices in (March were 
about a dollar higher than ‘in Febru- 
ary. That a feature of the store cat- 
tle market was the general high stan- 
dard. of the purchases. | 

That the hog movement was 31 oe

year ‘than last year, that slaughterings 
were 120 percent. more this. year than 
last, and that prices on ‘the average 
were about three dollars down. 

That the sheep and Jamb movement 
is about 5,000 head this year more 
than last year, and that prices for 
good jambs in March were 50c fo -$1 
better than in March, 1922. 

That the export trade in cattle and 
calves showed up in the first three 
months of this year almost 200 per 
cent. better than last year, that the 
export of-beef was approximately 62 
percent. better, ‘that bacon. was 12 
percent. better, and pork 186 percent.

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MARKETING OF 
SEED GRAIN 


‘Considerable success accompanied 
the first season's work of the new 
provincial government seed cleaning 
plant, and the marketing of regis- 
tered seed grain. Last fall it was 
decided to establish this plant for the 
purpose of assisting the producer of 
registered seed to dispose of the seed 
for seed purposes rather than to send 
it through the ordinary commercial 
channels. 

In purchasing the machinery the 
greatest caution was exercised to get 
only the best. 
Manufacturing Co., of -Tilsonburg, 
Ont., was purchased a Monitor 
Scalper with a full complement’ of 
screens and-haying a-capacity of 450 
bushels of grain per hour when run at 
maximum speed. An indent wheat, 
grader and a rotary oat grader were 
purchased from the Vicker’s Boby Ro- 
tary Company, ‘England. These mach- 
{nes have a: maximum of one hundred 
bushels per hour. 

On account of its being the first 
yéar of operation, the unavoidable de- 
lays. in getting the. machinery from 
‘England and. ‘the... rather uncertain 
market, the executive of the Alberta 
Seed Growers’: Association, in confer- 
ence with, the’: ‘officials of the, Depa arte 
ment, decided.that’.the ‘amount /of 
grain taken in. should be limited, and 
fnsisted on tthe quality being of. “fhe 
highest class. (A,total of° 16,617 bush- 
els of grain’ was ‘admitted to the’plant, 
made up as follows- Marquis wheat, 
6,022, bushels, 19 tbs.; Ruby. “wheat, 
2,184  ibiishels, = 23 tbs.; “Kitchener 
wheat, .776 biishels;.

It would therefore appear to be 
advisable for each farmer to fan his 
grain before sending it to the #plant, 
thereby eliminating dreight charges 
on screenings. - : 

‘With reference to freight on seed 
shipped to the plant the railroads {s- 
sued a special ¢traiff which reduced 
the freight to about 57% of the regu- 
lar freight charges. This came into 
effect December 4th, 1922. 

‘The demand for this high-class seed 
became very great as soon as the pub- 
lic learned of the quality and tthe. 
very reasonable price asked for it. 
Grain was shipped to South Dakota, 
North Dakota, Colorado, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Minnesota, 
Iowa, British Columbia, Idaho, Mich- 
igan, Montana, Nebraska; and the 
Department of Colonization and Im- 
migration, Ottawa (to be used for 
exhibition purposes in the United 
States, Great Britain and Europe). 
In addition 312 farmers in Alberta 
purchased seed. 

Early in the spring the supply of 
seed at the plant was completely ex- 
hausted, consequently any later or- 
ders received were turned over to 
farmers who had on their farms’ regis- 
tered seed for sale. Approximately 
9,000 bushels were disposed of in 
this way, meaning.that the Service 
was responsible during its initial 
year of marketing at least 25,000 bush- 
els. 

The prices realized varied accord- 
ing tothe generation cf the seed and 
to some extent to the quality. ’ For 
first generation oats $1.50 was obtain- 
ed; for 2nd generation, $1.10 to ‘$1.25; 


‘for 3rd generation $1.00, and for ex- 


tra No. 1 90 cents. For first gener- 
ation wheat $1.50 to $1.70; for 2nd 
generation $1.50; for tbird gener- 
ation $1.40; for ath. feneration $1.25, 
and for extra No, 1 $1.15. A small 
quantity of oats of especially high 
quality ‘brought $3.00 per bushel, and 
wheat $3.50 per bushel for immigra- 
tion purposes, this grain being  pur- 
chased by the Dominion Government.
